Baptist  churches  in  this  country  trace  their 
descent  from  the  church  founded  in  Provi- 
dence by  Roger  Williams.  If  Roger  Wil- 
liams was  not  immersed  then  there  was  a 
break  at  thtit  point  in,  the  chftin  of  immer- 
sions, and  most-  of  the  Baptists  in  this 
country  were  on  the  "primrose  path  to  the 
everlasting  bonfire,”  U hither  all  their  pred- 
ecessors in  the  church  must  inevitably  have 
gone  already.  t 

Obviously,  the  situation  called  for 
prompt  and  vigorous  action.  No  humane 
manv would  hesitate  for  an  instant  to  take 
the  steps  necessary  to  save  from  etemal- 
perdition  not  merely  himself,  the  wife  of 
his  bosom,  and  his  children,  but  also  along 
line  of  ancestors.

Occupy  and  Hold. 

One  of  the  great  faults  of  Baptists  is 
they  are  too  slow  to  “occupy  " and  too 
ready  to  sdffer slackness.”  Many  a field 
has  Ixrn  neglected  till  occupied  bv  other 
denominations,  and  not  a few  have  lxtn 
abandoned  without  a struggle.  There  is 
an  occasional  hpnorahle  exception^  , 

Among  the  notahleexceptntns  are  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  and  Meridian,  Mississippi,  though 
the  latter  has  h*t  something  slip.  Lauderdale 
was  a Baptist  county  before  Meridian  was  n 
town,  and  one  ofits  oldest  religious  organfi -j 
zations  is  the  First-Baptist  Church  of  thiir 
city — constituted  as  the  “Oakey  Valley," 
1839. 

The  first  high  school  in  Meridian  was 
the  Female  College  established  by  Elder  J. 
B.  Haberlin,  and  which  attained  to  consid- 
erable proportions  and  large  influence. 
But,  Baptist  like,  the  opportunity  to  per- 
petuate the  institution  was  not  sufficiently 
improved,  and  it  passed  a way. 

In  the  matter  <4  cluirehcs  we  have  done 
better,  but  not  J»y  colonizing  or  branching 
out.  Of  the'acvcn  white,  only  one  was 
started  by  members  of  the  First  Church, 
and  that  drew  four-fifths  its  strength  from 
Calvary.  It  is  imagined  by  some  that  the 
latter  church  was  dissolved  ) but  not  so,  it 
simply  moved  trt  Wist  End  and  changed 
its  name  to  41st  Avenge.. 

This  is  stated  to  show  that  as  a denomi- 
nation we  have  not  lost  ground,  so  far,  ex- 
cept in  educational  matters  — i.  e-,  in  what 
is  called  secular.

Infant  Haptisui. 

I ft  you  have  correctly  quoted  I)r.  Boswell 
in  your  editorial  of  last  week  his  position 
in  regard  toinfant  baptism  may  besummetl 
up  about  as  follows:  “Infants  are  de-j 
prayed,  but  not  havifj^ committed  sin  they 
sustain  a saving  relation toChrist,  and  arc 
therefore  entitled  to  baptism  as  all  other 
saved  persons,  which  baptism  is  a sign  and 
seal  jof  the  saving  relation.  They  are  not 
baptized  because  of  any  virtue  in  the  act 
itself,  nor  are  tlxv  baptised  in  anticipation 
of  ‘what  they  may  be  in  years  to  come, 
neither  as  the  outward  sign  of  an  inward 
change;.’’ 

In  connection  with  this  some  things  sug- 
gest themselves  to  my  mind  that  are  hard 
to  understand,  j For  instance,  if  the  bap- 
tized infant  should  live  to, the  years  of  ac- 
countability and  commit  sin,  docs  it  then 
lose  that  saving  relation  to  Cnrist  ? If  so, 
what  becomes  pf  the  infant  baptism  which 
was  only  the  "sign  and  fecal”  of  thpt  rela- 
tion which  has  ceased  to  exist?  How.  can 
it  l>c  maintained  that  thy  infant  baptism, 
the  “sign  anci  seal”  of  that  saving  relation 
to  Christ,  is  perpetual,  when  the  relation 
itself  is  not  perpetual?  Upon  the  other 
hand,  how  cap  it  lx  held  that  bojth,  the 
saved  state  and  the  sign  and  seal  of  that 
saved  state  are  perpetual  and  at  the  same 
time  escape  uniycrsalism  ? But,  if  I have 
nut  misunderstood  the  Doctor,  the  com- 
mission of  sin  wilfully,  after  arrivingnt  the 
age  of  accountability,  would  destroy  the 
saving  relation  to  Christ  that  had  pre- 
viously existed.  Now  we  arc  told  that 
‘ they-  "dol  not  baptize  their  children  in  an- 
ticipating of  whftt  they  may  lx*  in  years  to 
come.”  Therefore,  I conclude,  that  if  the 
infant  arrives  atj  the  age  of  accountability 
and  commits  sin,  thus  losing  its  saving  re- 
lation to  Christ,  and  afterwards,  through 
the  birth  of  the  Spirit  and  faith  in  Christ  is 
saved  that  it  must  now  have  another  bap- 
tism, sined  the  infant  baptism  could  not 
gnawer  the  purpose  in  “anticipation  of 
what  the  infant  may  j>e  in  ’years  to  come.”

It 
was  a most  effective  measure  for 
securing  the  attention  of  all  Is- 
rael and  their  readiness  as  a na- 
tion. Each  family  could  easily 
secure  the  attendance  of  its  otvri 
me  in  lie  rs,  and  readily  take  ac- 
count of  the  absence  of  any.  The 
responsibility  was,  therefore, 
placed  on  the  household.  Some- 
thing of  the  same  relative  im- 
portance attaches  to  the  family 
in  all  our  religious  work.  The 
family  tie  is  one  so  close  and  im- 
mediate that  great  responsibility 
goes  with  it.  The  readiness  with 
which  \ge  can  influence  each 
other  when  related  by.  family 
ties  makes  the  family  a power- 
ful factor  in  all  good  undertak- 
ings. , The  world  is  too  big  for 
us  to  take  all  its  . burdens  upon 
our  shoulders,  but  the  household 
to  which  we  liciong  is  a sphere  of 
labor  easily  adapted  to  our  pow- 
ers— The  Convention  Teacher. 

The  above.will  hold|good  in  all 
undertakings  if  every  Christian 
man  would  become  a total  ab- 
stainer and  a prohibitionist,  the 
great  monster  curse,  the  liquor 
traffic,  could  lie  stamped^out  at 
once.  The  liquor  men  admit  if 
the  Christians  were  to  unite 
against  the  traffic  like  they  are 
united  to  protect  their  business, 
which  is  antagonistic  to  all 
that  is  good,  they  would  vote 
them  out  of  existence  the.  first 
year.
